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PARIS, Nov. 27 — Defense ! 
ministers of 10 of the North) 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
nations reached rapid agree- 
ment today on the' establish- 
ment of new nuclear plan- 
ning and consultation mach- 
inery within the Alliance. 

Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara opened the one- 
day meeting with a rather 
awesome report, saying that 
the United States now pos- 
sesses over 5000 strategic nu- 
clear warheads and maintains 
in excess of yet another. 5000 
tactical warheads in depots 
in Western Europe. The latter 
are tactical A-bombs, war- 
heads for short-range missiles, 
nuclear artillery rounds, dem- 
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edition charges and anti-air- 
iraft or antimissile warheads. 

This stockpile in Europe, he 
added, will , be increased by 
another 20 per cent in the 
next six months.
